A UNION OFFICIAL’S VIEWS. 


Union's Action In Doubt 


What, action will be taken by the 
union men is not yet known. Presi¬ 
dent Wood is still absent from the city, 
and Is not expected to return before 
to-morrow evening. Judge Yost. R. Y. 
Thomas and Everett Jennings, the 
union attorneys, are busily engaged In 
the case of the union miners on trial 
In Hopkinsville charged with th« mur¬ 
der of Chief Guard Coffey. They are 
expected here to-morrow, and It will 
then be known definitely what action 
the union men will take on the Injunc¬ 
tion. 


Cnmps Not Affected. 


Deputy Larue said to-day that the 

union camps should not be located 
nearer than 600 yards to the Relnecke 
property. He estimated the distance 
of the union camp from the Retnecke 
mines at one thousand yards, so this 
camp will not have to be moVed. 

Most of the union men seen to-day 
claim that the injunction will help 
them Instead of Injuring them. 

organizer Thomas Rooney said to¬ 
night: “We have tio fault to find with 
the injunction, a notice of which was 
served on me tills morning. Our camp 
is located out of gunshot reach of the 
mines and have always been main¬ 
tained at that distance.

Gen. Murray Recommends That Two 
Companies of State Troops Be 
Sent To Madisonville. 


NO MORE OUTBREAKS REPORTED 


Madisonville, Ky.. Nov. 15.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Deputy United States Marshal 
Larue arrived here this morning and 
immediately began serving the notices 
of Judge Evans* temporary restraining 
order. He first went to the office of 
District President Wood, of the United 
Mine Workers, and read the order to 
the union men gathered there. He aft¬ 
erward visited the union camps and 
served the notice on both the leaders 
and rank and file. What effect the in¬ 
junction will have on the situation is 
now the perplexing question that is 
bothering the minds of all concerned. 
Many people believe the Injunction will 
prove the only solution of the labor 
troubles, and that it will put an end 
to the lawlessness and disorder which 
have reigned in this county for the 
past few months. On the other hand, 
many people can be found who believe 
the Injunction will have no effect what¬ 
ever, and that it will only aggravate 
the situation. 


Another question that is interesting 
the residents of Madisonville and Hop¬ 
kins county is what action Gov. Beck¬ 
ham will take on Adjt. Gen. Murray’s 
report. It became known here to-day 
tint Gen. Murray had. among other 
things, recommended that two com¬ 
panies of State Guards be sent here. 
When the matter was mentioned to 
Gen. Murray he declined to discuss it 
until he had heard from the Governor. 
He remained at the hotel all day await¬ 
ing a reply, but at a late hour he had 
received no answer. 

Gen. Murray, accompanied by W. A. 
Nlsbet. president of the Providence 
Coal Company, went to Providence this 
evening and he will Investigate the sit¬ 
uation there. Providence was the 
scene of the recent outbreak, when two 
nonunion men were injured. While iu 
Providence Gen. Murray will hold u 
conference with County Judge Hall, of 
Webster county, who went there for 
that purpose. He will return to-mor¬ 
row morning. C’apt Tandy Ellis, who 
has been here with Gen. Murray, has 
returned to his home In Owensboro. 

There has been no sign of disorder 
In any part of the strike regions since 
the arrival of Gen. Murray and many 
people are of the opinion that his pres¬ 
ence alone will prevent any outbreak, 
as neither side will do anything to com¬ 
promise themselves as long as be re¬ 
mains here.

MAY ORGANIZE A UNION 


New York. Nov. 15.—Civil service 
employes in the local customs service, 
including those in the departments of 
the Collector. Surveyor, appraisers* 
stores and naval otflee, will meet at 
the Custom-house to-morrow afternoo-*, 
when steps will be taken to organize a 
national association "for mutual ben¬ 
efit" It is the aim. of the projectors 
to form un association of all employes 
in the service throughout the country.

The money 
necessary to pension disabled or aged 
employes will come from contributions 
or fees to be levied upon each member 
of the association.

WHILE IN SEARCH OF QUAIL 


STRUCK IN THE HEAD BY A 
STRAY SHOT 


FROM A COMPANION’S GUN. 


His Wound Is Dangerous. But His 
Physician Believes He Will 
Probably Recover. 


FRIENDS AT HIS BEDSIDE. 


Owensboro. Ky.. Nov. 15.—[Special.]— 
Byron Hilliard, of Louisville, while 
bird hunting on the farm of William 
Newsom, near Pleasant Valley, this 
afternoon, was accidentally shot by 
Clark Applegate, and is at Newsom’s 
house to-night unconscious and in a 
serious condition. Mr. Hilliard and Den¬ 
nis Long Miller, of Louisville; Clark Ap¬ 
plegate. of *his city, and William New¬ 
som were hunting on Newsom’s farm. 
Hilliard was twenty yard6 from Apple- 
gate. when a bird fl*w up between 
them. Applegate fired ope shot, strik¬ 
ing Hilliard in the right eye between 
the eyeball and the nose. The shots 
penetrated the skull and lodged against 
the brain. 

The wounded man was at once taken 
to the Newsom residence. Dr. C. J. 
Lockhart, of Ensor, who attended Mr. 
Hilliard as soon-as he was shot, stated 
that while the wound is dangerous, he 
did not regard it as fatal. The Newsom 
place Is eleven miles from this city. Dr. 
W. F. Stlrman. of this city, was sent 
for to-night and is now attending Mr. 
Hilliard. 

Clark Applegate, who did the shoot¬ 
ing. is a son of Cary Applegate, of this 
city, the well-known distiller. He is 
almost heart broken over the accident. 


Mr. Byron Hilliard is one of the best 
known young brokers in Louisville. His 
office is on Fifth street. n*ar Market. 
During the time that he has been In 
business Mr. Hilliard has scored a dis¬ 
tinct success. A few r years ago he mar- 
rj»»d Miss Aleeu Muldoon, A member 
<vrM» HlllliWrd's family Ft.itrd last night 
that a telephone message from Mr. 
Dennis Long Miller declared Mr. Hil¬ 
liard’s Injuries not to be dangerous, but 
very painful. Two doctors are In at¬ 
tendance. and Mr. HIHUrd will be 
brought to Louisville to-night. 


SHIP SUBSIDY BILL 

CONDEMNED BY LABOR. 


Is Net In the Intel est of American 
Shipyards Or American Labor. 


Indianapolis. Nov. 15.—At the general 
assembly of the Knights of Labor to¬ 
day th»* report of the Committee on 
Legislation w'as submitted. It says the 
evolution now taking place in the in¬ 
dustrial field through the rigid concen¬ 
tration of capital hua filled Ihe work¬ 
ing classes with alarm for the future 
welfare of the country, and declares it 
is time to call a hull on municipal. State 
and national legislation In granting 
further privileges which go to fatten 
already large private fortunes. Such 
laws are demanded as “will prevent the 
capitalization of any corporations above 
the amount of money actually invested, 
whether said investment be In cash or 
plant.” The resolution also declare that 
Congress has no right to tax all the 
people for the benefit of the few. and 
that “whenever Government old is ex¬ 
tended private corporations it means 
robbery (ft the whole people. 

The assembly devoted most of its 
afternoon session to a consideration of 
a resolution introduced Wednesday by 
a seaboard delegate denouncing the 
Frye-Hanna-Payne Subsidy Bill. It 
was adopted by an almost unanimous 
vote. The resolution is as follows: 

Resolved, That the development of on 
American merrham marine Is grt-atly de¬ 
sired. That we bellev*? Amer ran freight* 
ought to be parried In Am*rb**n bottom*, 
built in American shipyards, by Amer¬ 
ican mechanics, at wages commensurate 
with the American standard of living. 

Resolved. That the present b ll pending 
In the United States Senate, known as 
the Frye-Hanna-Payne Subsidy Bill, is 
not drawn In tl** Inteneti of the Amer¬ 
ican shipyards nor American laboring 
people. «nd therefore that* Knights of La¬ 
bor opp^jK its enactment believing that 
som* measure can t»© and should be pre¬ 
sented that will encourage the building 
of ships by American workmen ana 
manned by American citizen seamen, 
which should meet the approval of the 
whole people. 

Resolved. That a «'opy of these resolu¬ 
tions be sent to each member of Con- 
gress by the general secretary treasurer.

NUN BRAVES PERILS OF FIRE 

TO QUIET PANIC AMONG TOTS 


AWARDED 


Fell Upon Her Knees In Prayer When the Last One 
Had Been Rescued By Means of Ladders. 


Ludlow. Ky.. Nov. 15.—[Special.]— 
Over a hundred children were In dead¬ 
ly peril this morning w’hen fire buret 
out In the basement of St. James school 
cm Oak street. Flames and smoke cut 
off all of the usual means of egress, and 
frantic parents were oblig-d to look 
upon their little ones shut in what seem¬ 
ed to be a horrible death-trap, all the 
while realizing their utter Inability to 
aid them. All the children were res¬ 
cued. but many were half suffocated. 

About 9 30 a. m. teacher Mary Sump¬ 
ter, of the Sisters of Charity, who had 
charge of a class of forty on the second 
floor, heard an ominous crackling below 
the stairs, am! not wishing to alarm 
the pupils started to investigate. 

A portion of the stairs was already 
ablaze and was sending up a thick cloud 
of smoke. Realizing that the children 
could not cross the pit of fire she ran 
to the fire alarm across the street. It 
was five minutes before the fire depart¬ 
ment responded, and by this time the 
fire had gained frightful headway. 

Meantime Sister Mary Vincent, who 
had eighty pupils on the lower floor, be¬ 
came aware of the fire, and dismissed 
her class. Then gathering her robes 


about her she tore frantically up the 
stairs through the blinding smoke and 
over the blazing steps. 

The children un the second floor, left 
without a teacher, had at first played 
wild pranks on each other. The smell 
of smoke brought realization of danger, 
and finding the smoke too dense to get 
out by the hallway they ran to the win¬ 
dow* and smashed the glass with books. 

Business men deserted their shops at 
the alarm of fire, and were horrified 
on reaching the school to see tiny forma 
; sitting in window sills ready to leap. 

with others behind them pushing and 
I urging them on. The pleadings of Sis¬ 
ter Vincent wtthln and tearful parents 
without prevented any from jumping. 

ladders at every window', manned by 
strong firemen, brought ail down in 
safety, and last of all Sister Mary Vin¬ 
cent, who, though almost unable to 
move, was smiling. When she reached 
the ground she fell upon her knees in 
thatdtful prayer, and the parents who 
were not busy kissing and bugging th*dr 
little ones stood with bared heads, bow¬ 
ed At the sight. An overheated furnace 
was the cause of the fire. The loss w'as 
slight.

ANOTHER SUSPECT WATCHED. 


Evansville, Ind., Nov. 15.—[Special.]— 
The mystery surrounding the murders 
of Mrs. Georgia Halley and Miss Lena 
Renner, committed on different high¬ 
ways near this city some tlmo during 
Monday night last, seems as far from 
being unraveled to-day os at any time 
since the commission of the crimes. 
Most positive rumor* have been un¬ 
raveled. nnd thus far nothing lias de¬ 
veloped that would lead to the belief 
that the authorities have any clews re¬ 
garding the guilty persons. 

Two theories are still adhered to, and 
they art? that the women were the vic¬ 
tim* of Jealous lovers or else they were 
caught in the w^eb of a pervert whose 
mania Is to take women buggy riding 
and then sink his fingers Into their 
throats until life is extinct. If such a 
criminal is operating here he Is an 
adept at the business. 

There is a difference of opinion os to 
the hours that the crime* were com¬ 
mitted. Mr*. Railey was last seen 
alive shortly after 7 o’clock in the 
evening, and could have been taken to 
the place where her body was found 
and killed within an hour and a half’s 
time. The police are positive that Mips 
Kenner wns in her room as late as 0 
o'clock In the evening; consequently it 
would have been within the province 
of the murderer to have returned from 
the scene of the Railey murder and to 
have met Miss Renner at the hour she 
Is said to have departed from her place 
of residence. 


Ooultervllle. III., In search of the St. 
Louis drummer, who was found at the 
latter place. The relations between this 
man and Mrs. Railey, one of the vic¬ 
tims. continually caused startling ru¬ 
mors, and the police set out to either 
confirm or explode them. When Detec¬ 
tive Hutchens called upon the man at 
Coulterville ami mu known hi* mis¬ 
sion the man was not only dumfound- 
cd. but seemed to be sadly stricken.

A MONSTER GAS WELL 

IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


All Efforts To Control Its Flow Are 
Unavailing and the Hoar Is 
Deafening. 


Had 8©cret Influence. 


The man who strangled Mrs. Railey 
to death evidently had some secret in¬ 
fluence over her, for when she left her 
relatives. Mr. and Mrs. John Wagner, 
early Monday evening, she was hurry¬ 
ing to her rooms In the lower part of 
the city to meet her son. who had Just 
arrived that evening from Kentucky, 
and whom *he was anxious to see. It 
w»as her Intention to immediately re¬ 
turn up town for the purpose of get¬ 
ting her boy some clothing, as he in¬ 
tended to go to work the next morning 
and would have no opportunity to make 
purchases before the following Satur¬ 
day evening. 


Ashland. Ky., Nov. 15.—[Special.]— 
The largest gas well In the world Is 
spouting forth something like 28,000.000 
cubic feet of gas every twenty-four 
hours near Weston, W. Va.. and all ef¬ 
forts to control it have been fruitless. 
The roar of the escaping gas is such 
that persons are unable to sleep two 
miles away. Men working near the well 
find It necessary to stop up their ears 
with wax in order to preserve their 
hearing. One man who declared that he 
was not afraid of the noise from the 
monster well ventured too close to ft 
and has entirely lost his hearing. 

The pressure of the gas, a* nearly as 
can be ascertained. Is about 1.100 pounds 
to the square inch. When the gas was 
struck at a depth of 3.000 feet the tools, 
weighing a ton and a half, and 5,000 
feet of cable, weighing three tons, were 
blown from the well and almost over 
the derrick. At six cents a thousand feet 
gas valued at $2,500 Is being wasted ev¬ 
ery day. All efforts to control the well 
have been abandoned till the pressure 
falls off * little, when an attempt will 
be made to control the flow. 

The well Is owned by T N. Barnsdall, 
who has four other wells on a lease 
of 20,000 acres, which are producing an 
aggregate of 60.000,000 feet a day.

Different With Renner Girl. 


Seven Men Taken To DeKalb County 
For Trial. 


With the Renner girl It was different. 
She mad nn engagement to take a 
buggy ride with some man and patient¬ 
ly awaited his coming, and had about 
come to the conclusion that he Intended 
to disappoint her. when he drove up and 
called to her. She did not mention his 
name to any one. and as fur as learned 
no one saw them depart In the buggy. 
It is evident she anticipated a pleasant 
evening, for lunch had been prepared 
to be consumed after their return. 

There Is talk to-day of n young man 
who was very fond of this girl and had 
been b»*ard to complain of the atten¬ 
tion* she accepted fr *m other men. One 
woman made the statement that he had 
even ia!d if she <Hd not cease encour¬ 
aging the attentions of other men he 
would kill her. The matter is now* in 
the hand* of the police, and like ail 
other reports of the kind will be thor¬ 
oughly investigated. The young man In 
question has considerable means and 
owns a horse and buggy, and it would 
have been possible for him to have tak¬ 
en the girl for a ride without attract¬ 
ing anv particular attention to himself.

MAY APPEAL TO LEGISLATURE. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Nov. 15.-[Special.)^ 
The State Printing Commission to-night 
awarded contracts as follows: To Georgs 
G. Fetter, of Louisville, printing and 
binding and lithographing; to the Lou¬ 
isville Paper Company, contract to sup¬ 
ply paper for election ballots and other 
public uses, and to Henry Bacon, of 
Elizabethtown, the blank books for 
State and county offices. 

The bidders on the first class, tit* 
printing and binding, and their bid* 
were: Fetter Company, 28 per cent of 
the schedule laid down in the printing 
statute; Urey Woodson, of Owensboro.

Bacon hid 48 per 
cent of the schedule; the Bradley-GIl- 
bert Company, of Louisville. 50 per 
cent.; Urey Woodson. 52 per cent, and 
the Fetter Company. 59 per cent. On. 
the third class, the lithographing, the 
Fetter Company and Woodson were the 
contending bidders. On the fourth class, 
the paper contract, the Louisville Pa¬ 
per Company. Chatfleld & Woods, the 
Diem & Wing Paper Company, the Cin¬ 
cinnati Paper arid Cordage Company 
anti John H. Stuart, of Frankfort, were 
the bidders. 


Day Spent In Considering Bids. 


The commission, which Is composed of 
the Governor. Treasurer. Auditor. Sec. 
rotary and Attorney General, consum'd 
the entire day in consideration of the 
bids presented.

John Herndon, representing the Brad- 
ley-Gllbert Company, made a protest 
against the consideration of Bacon * Md 
because he was connected at one time 
with the Sowle Company, of Louisville, 
which secured the contract under (hr 
Bradley administration, and in a short 
time forfeited It. Mr. Bacon's bid was 
accompanied with a bond signed by 
Capt. H. N. Gifford, of Ivoulavllle and 
John A. Fulton, of Bardstown, and 
Herndon s charge was not considered. 

Mr Bacon will open an office in Lou¬ 
isville for the performance of the con¬ 
tract.

N. C rtathbun was more* cheerful 
yesterday. He Is particularly pleased 
over the order of Judge J. K. Marsh, of 
the Clark Circuit Court, to the effect, 
that no one must be admitted to see 
him unless having written authority 
from the court Rathbun says it Is a 
relief not to be taken from a cell every 
little bit to be looked over, pul on an 
overcoat, take off hfs hat, then put It 
cn, look this way and that, walk and 
then stand still. 

The prisoner was visited by his at¬ 
torney, H. W. Phipps, who cautioned 
him to say not a word. Rathbun prom¬ 
ised to be silent henceforth. 

Prosecutor Frank M Mayfield, of the 
Clark Circuit Court, said to a Courier- 
Journal reporter last evening: 

“Rathbun will be given a speedy 
trial. After Goodman’s body reaches 
Jeffersonville several days may be re¬ 
quired to conclude the post-mortem, 
but the special grand jury, which will 
be called Monday, will quickly return 
an Indictment It will read as follows: 

“Newell C. Rathbun did In the county 
of Clark and Slate of Indiana on No¬ 
vember 6. 1001. purposely, willfully, ma¬ 
liciously. feloniously and with premed¬ 
itated malice kill and murder Charles 
Goodman by then and there administer¬ 
ing to said Goodman a certain poison in 
quantities to the grand jury unknown/' 

In an indictment in Indiana In a case 
of homicide, by poisoning, It Is not 
necessary to allege the quantity *»f 
poison, provided It appears that It pro¬ 
duced death. The kind of poison need 
not be alleged, and it alleged need not 
be proved. 

Patrolmen Mike A. Wall and Sam 
Summers, of the Jeffersonville Police 
Department, called at Chief ot Le¬ 
tt ctive Sullivan's office last night for 
Kaihbun’s effects. His leather dress 
suit case, the one carried by the tramp, 
Goodman, from Louisville to Jefferson¬ 
ville. held various articles. There were 
a penknife, a whisk broom, pair of blue 
socks, three shirts, a shirt waist, belt, 
several collars, a tooth brush, a suit 
of regular army uniform which Rath¬ 
bun took away from the barracks at 
liattsburg. N. Y., when he deserted, 
and the pair of trousers which match 
the coat and vest he gave to Good¬ 
man on the fatal night because, as 
Rathbun said, “the tramp looked So 
shabby." 

The effects were turned over to Po¬ 
lice Capt. J. T. Applegate, of Jefferson# 
vllle. 

One of the most prominent attorneys 
of the Jeffersonville bar has this to 
say 

“If Rathbun admits It is bis Inten¬ 
tion to kill for the purpose of defraud¬ 
ing an insurance company, and that 
he Intended to accomplish It with chlo¬ 
roform. and It appears the man died 
from the effects of laudanum or chlo¬ 
roform. the Identity of the parties being 
complete, and there being no question 
about conspiracy to defraud the Insur¬ 
ance company. It would seem that con¬ 
viction would be inevitable. A Jury in 
such a case has a perfect right to re¬ 
turn a verdict on circumstantial evi¬ 
dence." 

Diligent search has fnlled to reveal 
the faintest clew as to where the poison 
was purchased It may be. since Rath- 
bun had so long discussed the possi¬ 
bility of executing the crime, that 
while he searched for victims, as he 
sought to entice young Staggers, whom 
he met while rooming at the St. finud 
Hotel,he was provided for the emergen¬ 
cy. Tt Is likely that heseeured laudanum 
In Little Rock or nt Plattsburg. N. Y. 

Competent witnesses will «w»>ar that 
Goodman's stomach contained lauda¬ 
num. The post-mortem will settle 
this beyond doubt. Tf laudanum W’as 
administered It Is In the man's stomach 
still. Deputy Coroner Coots has stated 
to n reporter for this paper that h* 
used n fluid containing no zinc, no arse¬ 
nic. no mercury, no acids and no cor¬ 
rosive substances. He used this pre¬ 
caution. thinking If any discovery of 
foul play ensued the contents of the 
victim's stomach would be found In¬ 
tact. He stands on his original asser¬ 
tion that laudanum was the dpath- 
dentlng agency employed, and rays the 
post-mortem will sustain him beyond 
question. 

DOES MORE THEORIZING. 

Little Rock Police Chief Siys Prisoner 
Is Frank Bnrtlett. 

tittle Rock. Ark., Nov. 15.—[Special. 1 
—“I could tell you a great dent about 
this case If I wanted to." said Chief of 
Police McMahon to a Courier-Journal 
correspondent to-dnv, “hut It Is not ripe 
yet. The man known here as New’dl 
C. Rathbun was an Impostor. That is 
not his real name no more than the 
name of Lou Root he gave In Louis¬ 
ville. What is known or his ante¬ 
cedents? Nothing that has been di¬ 
vulged yet. He has said his home Is 
In Petoskey or In Detroit, Mich., hut he 
cannot be located there definitely. I 
known that his real name Is Frank 
Bartlett, and that he caine from Court- 
land, CourtJand county. New York. 
Put that down and see If it does not 
turn out that way The man under 
arrest In Jeffersonville answers the de¬ 
scription of Ellis, a soldier and a de¬ 
serter like Rathbun. much better than 
It does the military description of Rath¬ 
bun. who has skipped the country. 
Ellis was In Little Rock at th*« same 
time as Rathbun. and by many has 
been mistaken for him. I could als*‘ 
tell you, If I wanted to, w’ho the corpse 
was. It is not that of Goodman or uny 
one else yet mentioned in the case. I 
will stake my reputation as an officer 
on the correctness of my theory. Of 
course th.* t was all a Joke about Pat 
Crowe, but you must admit that the 
picture sent from Louisville looks more 
like him than it does like Rathbun.”

Autopsy Would Prove Nothing. 

Coroner Young, when asked to-day 
why no autopsy had yet bten held on 
the body sent here, said thmt nothing 
could be gained by It. The embalmvr 
exhausted all the cavities of the body 
and fitled It with embalming fluid so 
that at this time It would riot be possi¬ 
ble to secure any evidence uf poison 
from an examination of the body. The

SIX MEN ACCUSED OF LYNCHING 


Smlthviile. Tenn.. Nov. 15.—[Special.] 
—There Is general surprise in the Fifth 
Judicial circuit over the disbarment of 
Judge li. M. Webb, who -formerly pre¬ 
sided over the circuit, and Is one of the 
best known and most prominent law¬ 
yers In the up-river country. The pro¬

If the scheme of the Chicago packing 
bouse* doe* not fall, eggs may become 
as great a luxury In Louisville this 
winter as potatoes were last summer. 
Two of the largest packing houses in 
the West are seeking to corner the egg 
market and unless the hens work over¬ 
time they will succeed and prices will 
go skyward at a lively rate. These 
houses are placing every r*u*e of eggs 
they can buy In cold storage, and by 
January 15 they expect to have the 
market at their mercy. 

It is said that 500,000 cases have gone 
into cold storage since July 1, and that 
number Is constantly increasing. The 
local branches of Swift and Armour 
have been buying no eggs recently and 
they stated yeaurday that they had 
received no orders to continue buying, 
so it is presumed that the corner is 
being effected *m eggs shipped directly 
to Chicago. Prices have advanced there 
from five cents to eight centa a dozen 
during the bast few weeks, and twenty- 
sesen cents a dozen is now demanded 
for them, and this is for those that 
have been in storage since July. A fresh 
egg cannot be obtained at ufiy price. 
There has been only u slight chung- 
In the egg market here on account of 
the recent warm weather. The advance 
has been about two cents u dozen, but 
If the present cold snap continues pric¬ 
es will advance more as hens will atop 
laying. _ _

Going back over his career of more 
than twenty years It ia doubtful If 
Mr. French could recall. If he would, 
any number of his associates of the old 
days who have continued steady in the 
work and are living to-day. Men have 
braved the dangers for a long time and 
have retired to follow' less perilous oc¬ 
cupations to insure their passing on to 
a serene old age. It Is an accepted 
theory among the oldest operator* that 
the career of all shooter* 1* the same. 
In course of time, und that eventually 
they are overtaken by the Inevitable. 
The Inevitable Is a premature explos¬ 
ion. 

Accidents must happen in handling 
nitroglycerine, because It Is never 
known how accidents occur. Mr. 
French describes the explosive a* freak¬ 
ish. When an explosion occur* there 1* 
no living evidence to prove the cause 
of it tn order that another may be 
avoided

Deaths Th*»t Have Occurred 

Only i! year ago Mr. French's broiler 
*r wo* killed while shooting a w-ell in 
West Virginia All that is known is 
that the torpedo exploded and made 
kindling w r ood of the derrick. Within 
two months after that accident the 
brother of Mr. Milllken, Mr. French's 
partner, was killed while shooting a 
well. Nobody can say under what cir¬ 
cumstance*. A wellshooter wmrks In 
the derrick alone, and when curiosity 
or Interest prompts somebody to assist 
them, both share the same fate In case 
of an accident, and they leave no rec¬ 
ord of causes behind • 

• • * 

Force of Aa Explosion. 

!l was Mr. French's magazine that 
first blew up near the city of Tarport. 
Pa., sixteen of seventeen years ago. 
There wo* nobody within a mile of 
the magazine at the time of the ex¬ 
plosion. It contained h car load of 
nitroglycerine In ran* regularly ar¬ 
ranged and protected by all the devices 
know’n. The concussion exploded the 


third competitor. In a distant field, 
blew up. 

The nearest house, a half mile away, 
was leveled to the ground by the force 
of ihe explosion. Buildings fell In the 
city of Tarport. three-quarter* of a mile 
distant, with a high hill, almost a 
mountain, rising between them. Plate- 
glass windows were broken in almost 
every store of the city and the solid 
foundations of houses were weakened. 

• • « 

Nitroglycerine’s Discoverer. 

The discover>’ of nitroglycerine was 
Col. Roberts, of Bradford. He was the 
first to apply it to well* to shatter oil 
rock, which the drill had pierced, and 
let loose the flow. He had a monoply 
of the business of shooting wells for a 
number of years. Among the shooters 
when the business was young was 
Frank French. He worked for Roberts 
for five years. He I* himself authority 
for the statement that when the crew 
employed bv Roberts numbered eight¬ 
een men. six of these eighteen were 
blown up In a period of six months. 

• • * 

Hair-Raising Experience. 

Not the least remarkable thing about 
Mr. French's career l* that he has 
never been seriously hurt by glycerine, 
and that he only recalls two times of 
peril One time he left Bradford at 2 
o'clock on a dark morning with three 
hundreds quarts of nitroglycerine in 
his w agon. He. had a long drive over 
the hill* and through unbroken roads 
and fields to reach the scene of hts 
operations at daylight. He had a team 
of spanking horses, and owing to ati 
accident to the harness they became 
unmanageable on a grade. The wagon 
wa* upset In the runaway and Mi. 
French was thrown out. The horses 
went off the wagon track, drawing the 
wagon, with Its terrible load. behind 
them. They tore their way through the 
trees and shrubbery for a sfinrt dis¬ 
tance.* hen they finally reached a char¬ 
ing There they were stopped by a 
fence. In which they becams entangled 
after repented efforts to get tnroufin 
and pull the wagon after them. With 
all this Jarring the nitroglycerine, so 
sensitive at other times, did not ex¬ 
plode It was Mr. French alone who 
extricated the horses, fixed the harness 
end righted his wagon. He reached his 
destination without further mishap 
und did his work. 

• • • 

Torpedo Explodes. 

In shooting Gilbert Shipman & Co s 
well In McKeen county, the torpedo ex¬ 
ploded os he was lowering It Into the 
hole. To this day. no reason can be as¬ 
signed for that explosion. Mr. French 
says that he did the work a* carefully 
as he had done It hundreds of times 
before The direction of th#* explosion 
saved his life. He was thrown clear 
out of the derrick and the derrick and 
heavy timbers about it were completely 
destroyed. Mr French was unhurt. 

He relates a curious Incident attend¬ 
ing the explosion of a nitroglycerine 
wagon.-on w'hleh two of hi* associates 
In the Roberta company were seated. 
The wagon capsized and the load ex¬ 
ploded A man named Ed Morris, sit¬ 
ting on the left side of the seat was 
blown to atoms; the wagon was blown 
to splinters; the horses were killed, but 
Jim Feeney. Morris' side partner, was 
uninjured. 

# • • 

Buried Under Explosives. 

Ed Robertson, w ith whom ’ Frenchy'* 
had been on many an expedition, was 
in a runaway once and was actually 
buried under the cans that fell out of 
their boxes and from the wagon, after 
the wagon was overturned. Still there 
was no explosion. HobereUon was in 
the hills far away from anybody when 
Lhe accident happened and extricated 
himself from the dangerous mass, put 
the cans and boxes back in their places 
and went on his way. 

Jim Gormley went through a terrific 
explosion of a loaded shell at Allen¬ 
town and lived to be drowned while 
bathing in Chautauqua Lake. The 
shot leveled the derrick, cut the table 
Into threads and even cut the bull 
wheel and steel tools Into bit**. 

Gormley stood In the middle of It all 
untouched. 

Hanev McHenry. Frenchy's working 
partner, lost his life on the McKwen 
lease at Simpson by a bursting rhell. 

Two years later Wilson McHenry. 
Harvey’s brother, and Alex. Caiman 
were killed together In the some dis¬ 
trict tjiat Harvey met his end. They 
were supposed to In* burying for safe¬ 
ly th* gyIceiine that was to be used a 
few* bout's later, when It w’ont off. 

One of the Garthwalte boys put a 
shot in a well at Rixford. The shell 
was driven up by a flow of oil. The 
glycerine run nut on th* thxw. but no 
accident occurred Garthwalte picked 
up the empty shell and carried It to 
the woods to hurl It Into a ravine. It 
exploded like a giant firecracker at 
leaving his hand and blew bint to 
pieces . 

Bo th* record run*, and Mr French 
is the last of the pioneer* in the busi¬ 
ness left here to tell about It.

American Citizen Alleged To Be Ille¬ 
gally Detained By Mexican 
Authorities. 


Des Moines, la., Nov. 15,—Philip C. 
Hanna. Consul General of the United 
State* for Northern Mexico, received 
the record* to-day in the celebrated 
Mealey case. He Is urged to act prompt¬ 
ly. and has accordingly hastened them 
to Washington with recommendations.

ON BEER AND WHISKY SHIPPED 
TO PHILIPPINES. 


COMMISSIONER’S RULING. 


Islands Regarded As Domestic Terri¬ 
tory For Customs and Internal 
Revenue Tax Purposes. 


Washington. Nov. 15.—The rommls- 
missinner of Internal Revenue to-day 
rendered a decision in which he holds 
that beer, whisky and other articles 
of domestic manufacturt* subject to in¬ 
ternal revenue tax and consumed in 
the United State* are subject to thl* 
tax when shipped to The Philippine 
island*. In thl* sens** the Philippines 
are held to be domestic territory. Un¬ 
der existing laws, article* subject to in¬ 
ternal revenue tax at home are re¬ 
lieved from the tax when exported to 
a foreign country, the exporter giving 
bond when the goods are withdrawn, 
which I* cancelled when satisfactory 
proof Is furnished that they actually 
have been landed in foreign territor.v. 

Under a ruling made some weeks ago 
by the Commissioner, the Philippines 
have been regarded for purpose of in¬ 
ternal revenue taxation as fondgn ter¬ 
ritory, and. therefore, the whisky, beer, 
cigar*, etc., which have been shipped 
do the islands have been exempted from 
taxation. Under the present ruling the 
tax In all cases will be exacted before 
shipment It Is expected that export¬ 
ers will puy th«* tax under protest, hav¬ 
ing In tnlrnl "the fourteen diamond 
rings case." now pending in the United 
States Supreme Court, in which a de¬ 
cision 1 * expected at an early date. 

Thl* case involve* the same question 
which ha* arisen In the conslderation 
• if the Internal revenue tax cases and 
if the court should hold that the Philip¬ 
pines are foreign territory for custom* 
and Internal revenue tax puri»otu>s. »•* 
porters will be entitled to a refund of 
j the amount of the tax paid.

The Autumn Elections. 

The full returns of the fall elections 
In all the States that held elections are 
ar length before us. and, In spite of 
the variegated commentation of the 
newspapers—each comment colored to 
suit some Immediate predilection, or 
prevailing Interest—they throw very 
little light upon the future track of 
American politics. 

In Massachusetts. Pennsylvania and 
Ohio, the Dutch continue in the peace¬ 
ful possession of Holland. Likewise In 
Iowa. Fusion in Nebraska made but an 
indifferent showing. But fusion In New 
Yoik gained a signal triumph, yet prov¬ 
ing nothing except that, under Richard 
Croker’s senseless and corrupt leader¬ 
ship. Tammany had grown rotten and 
smelt to Heaven, or. what was more ef¬ 
fectual. stunk in the nostrils of the 
voter*. The result in Kentucky Is a 
return to Democracy pure and simple; 
the elimination of speculative for real¬ 
istic politics; the obliteration of factlon- 
ism and the abstention from rain-bow 
chasing; for. under normal conditions 
Kentucky is a Democrat to the heart's 
core, from the crown of her head to the 
soles of her feet, made up of an over¬ 
whelming majority of enlightened, con¬ 
servative people who know the right 
and dare the right maintain. Mary¬ 
land. which may be listed alongside of 
Kentucky, also comes buck Into the 
fold under the admirable leadership 
of the far-seeing Gorman. 

Before the quadrennial period of the 
National Conventions rolls round more 
than two years will intervene. In the 
autumn of 1903 elections will be held In 
most If nqt in all the States that voted 
last Tuesday a week ago, and In other 
States besides; notably In Ohio, where 
from now on Tom Johnson will be a 
lively and It may be an Important fig¬ 
ure and In New York, where the Dem¬ 
ocrats. led by Hill, and the Republicans, 
divided between the Platt-Odell machine 
on the one side and the Roosevelt Ad¬ 
ministration on the other, will contend 
for the upper hand. Croker out, and 
Tammany reorganized, nothing will 
have been lost the Democracy by the 
recent defeat. Indiana and Illinois. In 
the character of pivotal States, have yet 
to be reckoned with, the Democrats 
having a fighting chance in both; so 
that, to the eye of the most casual ob¬ 
server. the elements are mixed and the 
outlook misty. As matters stand, the 
Presidential election of 1904 is "any¬ 
body’s race." 

No thoughtful Republican, with the 
political history of the country well in 
mind, is likely to delude himself by the 
fancy that his party Is going to have 
a walk-over three years hence. Nor 
will any thoughtful DenjocraJt, similar¬ 
ly refreshed by a perusal of the politi¬ 
cal cue-papers, threw up his hands 
In despair. For purpos*** of illustration 
let us run briefly over the record. 

In 1852, the Democratic party, with 
Franklin Pierce os Its nominee, swept 
the country, losing only four States. 
In 185«. it owed Its retention of p>wer 
to the candidacy of James Buchanan, 
saving It Pennsylvania, not to say to .a 
division of the opposition between Fre¬ 
mont and Fillmore. In 1872, Grant 
swept the country. The Democrats 
were well-nigh bkitted out of existence. 
In 1876, four years later, Mr. Tllden was 
elected by a popular majority of nearly 
a million. eliminaJting the black vote 
which carried with It none of the ele¬ 
ments of public opinion, by a majority 
of over two hundred and fifty thousand, 
counting the total vote. In 1884, Cleve¬ 
land, In 1888. Harrison, in 1892. Cleve¬ 
land again, and In 1896, McKinley. 

These dates ami figures are signifi¬ 
cant. If they mean anything they 
mean that neither party has a lead-pipe 
c.lncti ujion the White House. To our 
apprehension they mean also that the 
Democratic party was not b*»rn to die. 
Tt committed hari-kari in 1860, yet sur¬ 
vived. It lived through the War of Sec¬ 
tions. It lives to-day. Except that it 
Is Immortal. It would surely have died 
after the tragic Greeley episode of 
1872, which kHh d Greeley himself Not 
so; two years later. In 1574, the Demo¬ 
crats elected the Dower Hnu*e of Con¬ 
gress by a big majority, and four years 
later, na already mentioned, they swept 
the country. 

The party is In better shape to-day 
than It wan In 1873 and 1874. It has 
but to get together, to adjust its lines 
to meet each exigency as it arises 
the coming one. two and three years, 
to stamp out factionlsm wherever It 
shows itself and to steer clear of vis¬ 
ionary nnd theoretical Issues Illusory 
In kind and degree, to come down 
to the post In 1904. head and tail erect, 
a sure winner! 

Keen-sighted Republicans know 
this well enough. < »ld-stagers, who 
play the game of politics as gamblers 
play cards, are not carried away by 
mawkish enthusiasm, nur are they 
blind to the dangers that environ 
overconfidence. The elections of 1896 
and of 1900 showed two things conclus¬ 
ively; That thero are some twelve 
million voters In the country very 
nearly evenly divided between the two 
iwrtles. There are two million voters 
outside who do not care a rttparee 
about either party and who go os 
they please. These voters ore deter¬ 
minate. Whichever party gets the heft 
of them gets the election. The Demo¬ 
crats go: the heft of them In 1H76. in 
1884 and lit 1892. If the party pursues 
anything like a sensible and Intelli¬ 
gent course It will get the heft of 
them In 19(H. 

There aru iuiis" of good luck, and 


there are •’runs" of bad luck, and, hav¬ 
ing played out their "run" of good 
luck, sagacious Republicans chiefly 
rely upon the mistakes of tho Demo¬ 
crats to win them another National 
election. Shall we as Democrats play 
Into their hands, or shall we not? No, 
say we; and. yet, since there are al¬ 
ways differences of opinion and all 
men cannot think precisely alike, how 
shall we avoid mistakes? 

Tlieyr is one excellent rule to be¬ 
gin with, and that is not to cross 
any bridges until tve come to them. 
And. there Is yet another, which Is 
llkeunto this, and that Is. fair-play 
among Democrats, justice to each and 
every Democrat, the word along the 
line being, eyes to the front, no 
double-dealing, no quibbling, no huir- 
pulllng nnd no hair-splitting, but a 
long pull, a strong pull and a pull 
all together! w/have had full enough 
of calomel and quinine. Let us try a 
lick or two what virtue there Is In 
sweet oil! 

Thus shall life become pleasant 
among the faithful, the sun shining 
brightly In the skies and the birds 
singing sweetly In the trees, whereas 
the Republicans. wRh Teddy In the 
lead, shall He awake o* nights ar.d 
walk the floor! 


McLaurin On Subsidies. 

Senator McLaurin. of South Carolina, 
in progressing finely as a Republican. 
Like most new converts he la feady Ui 
go all the gaits, and seeks to ifliow 
greater zeal than many older members 
of th* party He has Just made un 
argument for snlpp ng bounties. Though 
he does not declare specifically In favor 
of the Hanrm-Frye subsidy blit he will 
probably support it, which many Re¬ 
publicans of long standing will not do. 

Mr. MoLaurln, however, has not suf¬ 
ficiently familiarised himself with th- 
subsidy argument to recite It with en¬ 
tire correctness. He begins by saying 
if ships could be built and operated as 
cheaply here as abroad a bounty would 
still be needed, but only sufficient to 
offset bounties paid by other countries 
to ships built and managed by their 
own people. Now, there Is no country 
except the United States that denies to 
ships built In other countries the right 
to hoist the flag of the country over 
them. Several nations have also paid 
bounties to ships built in other coun¬ 
tries when owrned by their own jxtaple. 
Great Britain, the greatest maritime 
power In the world, pay# for carrying 
her malls, but does not discriminate 
for or against a ship on account of the 
place where Jet was built. Only two or 
three per cent, of British merchant 
iihiftt get any money from the Govern¬ 
ment even for carrying the mail*. 

But If American ships cannot be 
built of cheaply here as abroad, how 
does It happen that American yards 
build ships for other countries? If we 
had free trade In phi pa our builders 
would furnish ships as cheaply to our 
own people as they do to foreigners. 
But It ts alleged that If they get cheap 
ships they cannot steam them under 
the American flag as cheaply as under 
a foreign flag. What has the flag to do 
with It? It Is said, of course, that wages 
are higher In America. But the Hanna- 
Frye subsidy bill did not propose to 
limit the sutsldlxed ships to American 
seamen. They were not to have more 
than three-fourths foreigner*, except In 
cases of necessity. The wages of th*? 
tliTee-fourths would, of course, fix th*- 
scale for all. If forelgn-bullt ship* can¬ 
not be sailed under the American flag 
whnit I# the object of refusing them a 
privilege of which they cannot avail 
themselves? Yet It Is said that free 
trade In ships w'ould ruin American 
Shipbuilders, a confession that rhii a 
can be operated under our flag without 
a subsidy. 

Mr. McLaurin. however, lays main 
strew on the fact that foreign-bu*M 
ships cannot be used In war as navai 
auxiliaries. Now* the question of uan« 
merchant sh1|* as auxiliary cruisers Is 
one apart from that of the merchant 
marine proper. It Is a naval question. 
The vessel designed to be used, upon 
occasion, as an auxiliary cruiser, should 
l*e constructed with a view to that ob¬ 
ject, and this Involves cxIta oust of 
construction. The privilege of taking 
It at w r lH a# a naval vessel is a valu¬ 
able one and ought to be paid fi>r. The 
qu.stlon whether that is better for the 
Government than build ng more crul*»* r* 
of Us »wn is debatable, but it is .i qu* «• 
tlon of finance rather than of prlnclph 
The point that private property cannot 
ta taken for public use without com¬ 
pensation is settled, and is quite apart 
from that of giving bounties to men for 
pursuing their own private busin*«s. 
The auxiliary cruiser argument, there, 
for*. Is a mere dodge to confuse the 
public mind. Great Britain pays some 
money In thL way, not to build up the 
merchant marine, but to strengthen 
the navy- 

But It Is not true, a# Senator M> 
Latin n alleges, that ship* hulit abroad 
w ith American money, can not be us d 
by the Government In case of war. 
Many forelgn-bullt ships were so u> *d 
during the Spanish War All that wzs 
necessary was a special act ad milling 
th**#? ships to American registry, and 
these acts were finally pawed. If we 
had a general law permitting the Amer¬ 
ican ling to be hoisted over foreign- 
built «»hlp#, which would put us In line 
with every other maritime country In 
the world, there would be no need of 
aueh special legislation in case of war. 
But war oar. be declared by Congress 
only, end while in session Congnsa pan 
make provision fur the purcbu#> and 
registry of as many Hhtt*# o# may be 
ne< cssary. 

The law excluding fure.gn-bullt ships 
from American registry ha» had a fnir 
trial, and our merchant marine h».« 
g\*n«' on decreasing ever sinci the 
change from wooden to iron or ste^l 
ships way fully accomplished. Under 
this restrictive system our merchant 
marine cannot flourish umil <»ur build* 


era furnish ships «ui cheaply a# others. 
Many good judges say they can do ao 
now, but they prefer to adhere to tho 
restrictive system and to ask for stim¬ 
ulation by bounties. This system of 
bounties has Called In France, and will 
fail everywhere If It Is the exclusive 
reliance. Give 'the men of America who 
wish to buy ships the same privilege* 
that citizens of othvr binds enjoy, and 
American enterprise will do the rest. 


Kitchener’s Methods of Thorough. 

The British Secretary of War. in a 
speech last Wednesday threw a little 
light on the progress of the war In 
South Africa. He a!»o showed to some 
extent the methods which Kitchener is 
employing and uhJch justify the 
expectation of a conclusion of 
the war. In line with last 
we?ks* speech of the Prime 
Miulater the Secretary declared that 
tlulr efforts would be Increased until 
the Boers were worn out. fresh troops 
being furnished to Lord Kitchener as 
required until there was no more need 
for them. 

The statistics he gave of the destruc¬ 
tion of the Boer forces are gruesome 
enough. The Secretary said he was 
able to account for 53.000 Boeis killed, 
wounded and made prisoners. As well 
as they could estimate there were still 
10,000 Boero In the field. These were 
bring checked In their raids largely 
through the Institution of the block¬ 
house system established by Lord 
Kitchener. By means of these he said 
that 14.700 square miles of the Trans¬ 
vaal and 17,000 square miles of the 
Orange River Colony were secure from 
Boer raids. Am an Illustration of this 
he cited th.* fact that not once had the 
railroads been cut during October, 
while they were cut thirty-two times 
during October. 1900. 

The progress that has been made 
shows that Kitchener Is applying to 
the campaign the same thorough meth¬ 
ods that characterized his operations 
against the Arabs whom he overcame 
at Omdurman. Lacking transportation 
In the Soudan he built a railroad, over 
which ho transported troops and sup¬ 
plies. He found the Boers encouraged 
In their raids and supplied with horses, 
food and Information by the noncom¬ 
batants, and he concentrated them In 
camps under guard, hut supplied with 
food. In th* same complete and effect¬ 
ive but expensive way he has built 
blockhouses along the railroads by 
which he has secured immunity from 
the Boers In the territories to which 
Mr Brodrlck alluded. These block¬ 
houses are built of sheet Iron and have 
telephonic communication with each 
other by means of which notice can be 
readily given of the approach of Boers. 
They are placed close enough together 
to cover with rifles the Intervening 
space, and for a Boer to attempt to 
cross between or to cut the railway 
Is to Invite death, while at the same 
time the blockhouses are almost Im¬ 
pregnable against Isolated assaults. 
The attack* in force can be provided 
for. 

It Is evident that Kitchener has set¬ 
tled down to methods w*hlch can only 
end In the extermination or capture of 
the Boers yet in the field. He. has 
matched science, patience and vast re¬ 
sources against Boer daring, and he 
cannot but wear them out. He Is neg¬ 
lecting nothing to check their raids, 
and In time their supplies must fall, 
and they will be entrapped and be de¬ 
stroyed if they do not surrender. It Is 
the knowledge of the completeness of 
Kltchener*a methods that Justified the 
Marquis of Salisbury and Mr. Brodrlck 
In making Their positive statements as 
to the progress In South Africa. It 
Is not a glorious way of fighting, hut 
It Is the sure way. How well It Is suc¬ 
ceeding is show n by the return of refu¬ 
gees to Johannesburg and the general 
reopening of the mines, which Is only 
possible with tranquillity being re¬ 
stored to the country. 


PERSONAL LIBERTY 

AND LABOR STRIKES. 


Archbishop Ireland’s Article On a 
Subject of Grave General 
Interest. 


Secretary Gage denies that he Intends 
to urge the removal of the duty on tea. 
He imys: 

**I have not considered tho matter, and 
I surely have no Intention now of doing 
so. 1 do not know what action Congress 
may take or what effect the dltcuiuion 
of reciprocal irad** arrangements may 
have on the duty on teu. Tho statement 
Imputed to me tlutt I should favor (lie 
removal of the duty on tea, on tha 
ground that the present duty tends to In¬ 
crease the importation of cheap teas. Is 
fihntrd Th* fa~t !r. Ju»t the reverse, a* 
was the Intention of tea importer who 
aeked for the prejcnt duty, and of O n- 
gre*.- Itself, should be the esse. Th- pel. 
Icy of tlie Treasury Department in keep¬ 
ing tea Inspectors a* pun* of entrv and 
ut tea Jobbing centers ha# a leudcacy tu 
exclude Inferior grades.*’ 

The real merits of the duty on tea, 
however, are not touched on h*re. It 
Is a strictly revenue duty, the tax col¬ 
lected on It going Into the Treasury and 
not Into subsidized private pockets, it 
Is for this reason that If the tariff 
Is revised by the Republicans the duly 
*on tea will be one of the first to go.

ITo the Editor of the Courier-Journal.] 
Ix>ulsv!lle. Nov. 15.— It Is surprising ar»J 
Indicative of how strangely apathetic Is 
the public mind regarding a matter of 
the gravest moment, that Archbishop Ire¬ 
land's admirable article, entitl'd “Per¬ 
sonal Liberty and l-nbor Strikes." has 
received *« little attention from the pr*»s. 

Few of the gTtat journals have repub¬ 
lished It; It has allotted slight comment 
from any source; and yet it deals with a 
question second to none In importance, 
and In which nil of the many millions of 
this country nrr directly nnd deeply Inter¬ 
ested. It Is a clear, simple, absolutely 
convincing exposition of the rights which 
«re expressly invaded and the wrongs 
constantly don© In the name of labor; a 
warning given in the wisest and most 
earnest spirit, of the serious menace such 
net* Import to the. maintenance of free 
Institutions, nnd u strong and timely ex¬ 
hortation to all who may be reached by 
reason and Influenced hy Just nnd oon- 
sclantious considerations, to coral»at pur¬ 
poses so manifestly unfair nnd dangerous, 
and rebuke tendencies which conduct un¬ 
mistakably and immediately to the sub¬ 
version of law and the destruction of ev¬ 
ery barrier against the selfish fury of 
those who respect neither law nor right. 

It Is well that such an admonition 
come* from such a man ns Archbishop 
John Irelnnd. He specks with an author¬ 
ity which could be claimed by and would 
be conceded to but few. A priest, whose 
utterances are sanctioned by his own 
church nnd approved by all other r , hri , »- 
tlari denominations, he urg* s obedience to 
precepts which religion has always com¬ 
manded. A profound student of social 
and political philosophy, he announces 
rules of conduct esteemed hy Just men. 
In nil ages, necessary to good government 
nnd the preservation of peaceful and or¬ 
derly society. An American Iri every fiber 
of his nature, thoroughly In sympathy 
with the best thought, sentiment and pur¬ 
pose of his countrymen, holding tena¬ 
ciously the traditions of his land and the 
principles on which tts institutions are 
founded, he la, while ever mindful of the 
duties of his snored calling, sensitive In 
nil matters which appeal to the hopes or 
fears of the patriot, nnd honest and fear¬ 
less in advice In temporal affairs, where 
advice may avert or correct evil. 

The Indifference with which the mau 
of mankind regard the things which do 
not Immediately concern them—however 
beneficent they may he. or however hu*t- 
ful—Is one of the marvels of history. No 
more remarkable example of it has been 
ever afforded thnn the quiet submission 
With 7u.000.iwo of people In America 
have yielded to the extraordinary Halms 
and conduct of a few hundred thousand 
"labor agltutors." The patience and tH 
erance exhibited under the annoyance 
and detriment these men have occasioned, 
the leniency extended their extravagant 
demands nnd absolutely IndcfenHhlc ag¬ 
gressions. have been almost Incr.'dlble. It 
may bo partially understood when con¬ 
sidered a* an II lust rat Inn of how eitsily 
and completely the average man may be 
deceived by tho specious use of terms and 
phrases, and can be made to lose sight 
of the real meaning of things by the cun¬ 
ning use of words. But even this Is no 
sufficiont explanation In this case. It In 
hnrd to believe that any such deception 
can Induce the apathy with which tho 
vast population of this continent gncea 
cm the flagrant and audacious action of 
men who ostentatiously deride and vio¬ 
late obligations all others ore required 
to observe; who trample under their feeb 
rights given by nature and recognized by 
law*, and. In the name of labor, deprive 
their fellow-w orkmen of the bent and 
d arcst privilege, the opportunity to labor 
os they may choose. 

Some labor organization, some "feder¬ 
ated." “amalgamated ' and “self-opinion¬ 
ated union.'* conceives the Idea that tho 
time has come to nss« rt itself, to show its 
power, to coll public attention to Its ex¬ 
istence and Importance, and It proceeds 
ty do so. with no more thought of thv 
public Injury and Inconvenience such ac¬ 
tion may Inflict than of how It might af¬ 
fect the Inhabitants of Murs. It may 
have, and generally does have, no griev¬ 
ance at all. The scale of wages may be 
unobjectionable, the hours of labor may 
be settled to tho saUafnctlun of nil con¬ 
cerned; there may be no claim that an 
Incompetent, Idle or drunk- n “union" man 
has been discharged without the consent 
of his comrade# Nevertheless, tf the o:||- 
cers of the “union" have concluded that 
some new dogma In the creed of "organ¬ 
ised labor” needs to be expounded, that 
It Is meet that oil the plants and shops 
In their line of employment #hnll be 
“unionized"—that Is to say. the “union" 
and not the employer shall decide who 
shall be employed and who Khali work, 
leaving the employer merely the privilege 
of paying the wage—then a “strike" Is 
declared. A host of me n are thrown out 
of employment, thousands who really 
wish to work and sorely reed the pro¬ 
ceeds of their labor must obey the order, 
nnd a multitude of people ••t)gaK«d In oth¬ 
er occupations but dependent for the ma- 
IrrUil wherewith to conduct them on the 
product which should have been fum'sh- 
ed by tho plant which Is closed, are 
brought fae«* to fact with enforced Idle¬ 
ness and ruin. 

This Is bad enough, but. In order, ap¬ 
parently, that no nnans of trying public 
patience to tts Hmit and teailng popular 
forbearance to its full capacity may be 
neglected, the “sympathetic sirtKe" has 
l»ecome a favorite method with these 
chronic dtsturbers of th»- |»eare. Some 
“union" in California or Ctsh, the Cqti- 
glorm rated Cnlon of Street Cleaners*, per¬ 
haps. prefers a complaint and fails to 
obtain such measure of redress as It de¬ 
mands. It® officers promptly order a 
strike, and It Is e>pected that every other 
“union" of all sorts of laborers, from the 
alkali deserts to the Atlantic, from the 
great lakes to the Gulf, shnll also *tr:k * 
and quit work until the offended street 
cleaner* have been appeased by proper 
concession and upo.ogy. The general busi¬ 
ness of the whole country may suffer, 
the wheels of conimtfkc b* stopp «J, 
millions of people, ns Innocent of the 
wrong—if there br wrong—as babes un¬ 
born. he overtaken by disaster, but tho 
dignity of an irate organization must In* 
vindicated. Buell, at bust. Is the theory 
of the sympathetic strike, and such will 
be the result of this diabolical device 
If tU« gospel of labor organization pre¬ 
vails. 

But why should such conditions be per¬ 
mitted by ihe xreat mns* of the people 
who suffer from them without receiving 
any compensation? The Innumerable In¬ 
cidents necessary to make n strike suc¬ 
cessful ars positively In defiance of law 
and of every right-thinking man’s con¬ 
ception of lust lee. People who do not 
t*eiong to labor unions and ergun gallons 
are not ullowrd to do these things with 
Impunity nor dor* any one think that 
they should In* allowed to do them. It |g 
noi only unlawful, but It Is clearly wrong 
morally for Tom. Dick ami Harry to 
commit all sorts of tresp^iMfcs. to Injure 
and destroy property or hlmUr the uao of 
It by its owners. Tom. Dick and Harry 
would never claim that they hav«- it right, 
as Individuals.’ to ueeault and beat up a 
nonunion man or intlmidnt© a “tcab." The 
law certainly makes no exception In their 
favor, giving them license to do ugly gets 
nterdlcted to otherti Yet men seem to 
•iclleve that they acqu'.re the privilege to 
•erpciratc outrages which law. d macy 
»nd morality condemn, simply by lolnlng 
*ume organization with u htgh i 


name, by becoming members of a “Fed¬ 
erated" or “Amalgamated" association 
wdiich seeks to mttkr- a law for Itself. 

It has long !x*cn the fashion to denounce 
the oppression which corporations are 
supposed to exercise. If n corporat on 
should venture to commit, In a single In¬ 
stance, outrages which the labor organi¬ 
zations commit dally by the score. It 
would he legtetated or litigated out of ex¬ 
istence before the sun went down on Its 
sin. 

But the worst nnd most Inexcusable 
feature of the “labor organization" and 
the strike I® the Intolerable, hideous 
tyranny ex^rte*! over workmen who do not 
choose to Join the union or to strike. It 
It Is this phase of the subject which 
Archbishop Ir* kind especially treats. In 
connection with his contention that ®uch 
methods are Incompatible with the person¬ 
al liberty which is the best Inheritance 
and pons eslon of American citizenship. 

A laborer, for reasons best known to 
h!m*Hf. entirely satisfactory to himself, 
and which surely no one has any right to 
override hy compulsion, decided that he 
will not Join the union. He Is unwilling, 
perhaps, to Incur the expense* attendant 
on such a step, or he desires to preserve 
hls personal independence so that he may 
work when he pleases and for whom he 
pleases, and not he compelled to quit work 
and lose much-needed money because some 
one else has a grievance. Hls labor is cer¬ 
tainly his own property. He has a right 
to control It and to sell It for any wojte 
he may deem commensurate with Hts 
value. Nevertheless, the man who belongs 
to the union deolares that he shall not 
work: that he shall not tarn the means of 
supporting hlmsef and family, and offers 
him violence, sometimes to the extent of 
death. If he dares to work after he has 
been forbidden to do so. 

Men who will band together for the 
purpose of perp*.*irating such wrongs are 
as guilty as highwaymen, train robbers 
or pirates. A community which will tacit¬ 
ly encourage or tanwHy permit such men to 
do such wrongs can with no show of con¬ 
sistency execrate the crimes of banditti 
and buccaneers. Indeed, the highway 
robber is entire*] to more consideration, 
for he takes only the money hls victim 
happens to have on his person, while the' 
’'striker** robs hls victim of h's livelihood 
and hi* bread. 

Yet, notwithstanding this most disgrace¬ 
ful and outrageous condition ha* pr*va!led 
for many months, unrebuked by the con¬ 
stituted authorities, although ccnstired by 
thourands of citizens, not a newspaper of 
any note In the State haa published a line 
In its condemnation. The vilest assaults 
on life and liberty have been persistently 
perpetrated hy organized gangs of ruf¬ 
fians, and the press. th»» supposed guar¬ 
dian and sentinel of the rights assailed, 
has preserved a silence which Is unoc- 
countabl© save on the hypothesis that It 
has been intimidated.

Lons? Island To Choose 
Bishop Wednesday. 


BISHOP DUDLEY IS FAVORED. 


OFFICE IS ONE OF POWER AND 
DISTINCTION. 


KENTUCKIANS ARE UNEASY. 


Now Wondering Whether Their Pre¬ 
late Will Accept Call To the 
Eastern Diocese. 


SOME QUESTIONS THAT ARISE. 


Will Bishop Thomas Underwood Dud¬ 
ley accept a call to the diocese of Dong 
Island’ 

This Is the all-important question now 
ncltatlng the minds of the Episcopalians 
In Kentucky, for they feel that there Is 
imminent danger of their losing one of 
the biggest-brained and most popular 
men In the church. 

Ever since Bishop Littlejohn, of Dong 
Island, died last summer the rumor has 
been actively going about that Bishop 
Dudley was to be called to the vacant 
office. The diocese of Dong Island Is. 
after the city of New York, the most 
Important charge In the Episcopal 
Church. It takes Ir. Brooklyn and the 
whole of the Island, containing a popu¬ 
lation of several million In a compara¬ 
tively small area. Through the munifi¬ 
cence of an ardent churchman a hand¬ 
some cathedral and bishop’s home were 
erected some years ago at Garden City, 
twenty miles from Brooklyn, and here 
the bishop of the diocese is located. 

It is, however, not only the richness 
of the diocese that makes It Important, 
but precedent has set the rule that the 
bishop of Dong Island shall be recog¬ 
nized as one of the very big men of 
the church. A man of mediocre attain¬ 
ments has never secured the office. The 
offering of It has come to be considered 
as the stamp that says, ’’This is one 
of the few great churchmen." 

• • • 

Crisis Confronted Them. 


All these things being known, it can 
be easily understood how. when Bishop 
Littlejohn died, a great crisis confronted 
the clergy and the laity of the diocese 
of Long Island. Whom should they 
choose as worthy to be bishop, filling 
out that line of predecessors that held 
bo many illustrious names? And the 
talk centered quite simply, quite readily, 
on the man who had been accorded 
the honor of presiding over the House 
of Bishops In the great convention of 
the church. 

But could they get Bishop Dudley? 
That was the question next to be con¬ 
sidered. 

The canons of the Episcopal Church 
are not at all clear on such a point. 
It is held by some that when a bishop 
twice accepts a charge it becomes 
straightway his life work, without 
chance of change. A minister may ac¬ 
cept another call, but the bishop, as 
this very conservative element holds, 
cannot under any circumstances change 
his field. 

The ruling, however. Is entirely by in¬ 
ference. Nothing definite is said re¬ 
garding the matter. The advanced ele¬ 
ment of the church holds that a bishop 
mav change as well as a clergyman. 
They consider the matter from a prac¬ 
tical standpoint also. The big men 
should be in the big places, to do the 
big work. This Is the view held by 
Bishop Potter and other practical and 
advanced men. How* It will apply In 
this particular case Is not yet known. 
• • • 

To Select a Bishop Wednesday. 


The clergy of the diocese of Long 
Island meet In Brooklyn next Wednes¬ 
day to select the future leader. They 
muet deelde upon a man. and then the 
laity, thtougn the delegates, must agree 
with the clergy. When this Is done 
the majority of the bishops of the vari¬ 
ous dioceses must accept the wishes of 
the Long Island diocese. Bo the cholea 
cf a bishop Is made a serious matter. 
At present It Is expected that Bishop 
Dudley will be chosen. Certainly It is 
known the diocese of Long Island 
wants him. the only question being the 
uncertain Interpretation of the canona 
of the church. 

A Courlei Journal reporter called on 
Bishop Dudley to ask him what he was 
going to do about It In case he should 
be chosen. 

"1 have not permitted myself to think 
about It," said the Bishop. 

“The various opinions held by various 
churchmen on the canons make such 
thought futll* 1 have lived In Ken¬ 
tucky for twenty-seven years—a life¬ 
time, about To leave the Slate would 
be almost like tearing apart soul and 
bodv. Ir. case of being selected I 
should do whatever. 'after thorough 
thought. I decided to be my highest 
duty." _ _ _

THE CHILDHOOD OF MOSES-Exodus II., M0. 

By Rev. J. E. Gilbert. D. D. f Secretary American 8 oclety of Religious 

Education. 
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INTRODUCTION. — The King of 
Egypt, who had adopted oppressive 
measures to diminish the Increasing 
power of the Hebrews, learned nothing 
from the fact that they prospered In 
their affliction. He was unable to see 
that they were under a protecting care 
which could bring lo naught all his 
evil devices. He thtrefore Increased the 
severity of his treatment, and finally 
conceived & plan of wholesale murder. 
Calling certain professionals to his as¬ 
sistance, he resolved that all mak* chil¬ 
dren should be put to death at their 
birth, while all the girl babies should 
be allowed to live. But here again he 
miscalculated the outcome. Those who 
w’ore taken into his counsels conspired 
against him. As a final measure he de¬ 
creed, and ordered the people to execute 
the decree, that every son when born 
should be cast Into the River Nile. As 
that was held to be a sacred stream, 
this would Ik* regarded as a religious 
act. A wicked hi-art hoped to accom¬ 
plish it» purpose through popular devo¬ 
tion and superstition. 

INFANCY. (Verses 1 nnd 2 .)—Now' 
comes an Infant boy Into the nairatlve, 
one who Is destined to fill a large place 
in history. Hla father and mother were 
both of the tribe of Levi, that tribe 
which was afterward taken foi priestly 
service (Numb, xviil.. 2), giving Its nam* 
to the dispensation that followed until 
Christ came. The Uttle fellow came at 
the most unfavorable time. He not 
only belonged to an oppressed people, 
but at birth the sentence of death was 
upon him. His little body must be cast 
Into the stream whose inundation* made 
the land fertile and provided the people 
with an abundance of grain. By his 
sacrifice Apis must be propitiated. 
Against iruvh a fate the hearts? of his 
father ar.*l mother rebelled. They were 
attracted by his beauty and mover! by 
their affection. anJ for three months 
they concealed him. hoping that hJs 
presence would be unknown and that 
they might preserve hla life. Three 
months of anxiety and love! 

SAFETY. (Verses 3 and 4.)—It wtia 
Impossible to longer conceal the 
precious boy. Servants of the King, 
passing to and fro, were liable at any 
time to discover his hiding place, and 
then he would be forcibly taken a-nd 
the parents might be punished for dis¬ 
regarding the nuuidate. And yet, what 
father or mother, having given place In 
their heart* to a helpless Innocent, could 
with their own hands destroy him? In 
such an hour of Intense pain an ex¬ 
pedient w as devised. A little aik. made 
of bulrush** (called gome Mn Hebtew 
and btbllo* In Greek) was prepared, and 
daubed with bitumen to make It water¬ 
tight In this Uny v«*el the Infant 
was placed with maternal care, and It 
was launched among the reeda by the 
brink of the river. This was chosen as 
the only place of safety, complying with 
the King’s order, but trusting a good 
God to guard the little one against 
the possible perils of an unknown 
voyage A* a further precaution, the 
sister Miriam (the same name as Mary 
of the New Testament), was stationed 
near (Numb. xxvl.. to watch the re¬ 
sult and offer assistance. 

DISOOVF.RY. (Verse 5.)—The doc¬ 
trine of a sui*erintendlng Providence Is 
clearly taught In many passages Of 
Scripture (Gen. L. 20). ao that even the 
designs of wicked men shall be made 
to bring g*»od to those who are the Ob¬ 
ject?* of E»tvlna care. This baby boy 
shnll not Ik* destroyed—there is a power 
that shall keep him. n power above ihU 
of the King, and circumstances shall 
be arranged to that end. Shortly Pha¬ 
raoh’s daughter came down to the river 
to bathe, accompanied by her maidens, 
and she «ruv the ark and sent for It. 
VVh<» shall say that tbe feet of the 
Princes** were not guided that day, both 
as to direction and time? Who shall 
say that no gentle lnfluemj moved her 
heart a* she saw the child? Who shall 
gay that the mother was under no Di¬ 
vine guidance a* *he selected the* mode 
ond place of safety for her babe? D d 
It all happen? War It a fortuitous train 
of events? May we not mther believe 
that this dlacovery was part of a plan 
by which infinite wisdom would work 
out i high purpose? 

COM PASSION—(Verse R >—W hen Ihe 
covering was removed from the ark 
Pharaoh’s daughter recognized the 
child as of Hebrew origin. The color 
of the skin and th*? contour of the face 
told the whole story. There were 
marked physical characteristics of the 
Pem 1 tie peoples dlsMngu ! Bhlng them 
from the posterity of Mtzralm. The 
babe Is now In the keeping of an Egyp¬ 
tian wonrin. W"hAt will she do with It 


Knowing her father's purpose and edict 
will she seal the fate of the child? If 
she had done so no one would have 
complained. But her womanly heart 
would not suffer any evil to be done 
She had compassion, which was excited 
by the babe’s tears. How true Is It 
that every man's destiny is shaped by a 
woman—a mother, a wife, a sister, a 
friend! In this case one Is brought for 
the highest place of trust, with power 
and wealth to do what needed to be 
done, that a Hebrew boy might be 
saved from death and prepared for a 
career of distinguished honor. 

MOTHER—Verses 7 and 8 .)—However 
kind the heart, and however generous 
the hand, no one cares for an Infant 
os tenderly as its own mother. There 
enn be no greater cnlamlty than to lose 
this natural guardian, whose love ex¬ 
ceeds that of all others. This child, 
drawn from the Nile, must be restored 
to the loving arms of her who. with 
fondest affection, had thus far watched 
It with tendeTcst Interest and preserved 
It from harm. The method by which 
this tvas done seems to hove been 
planned, and another agent, a sister, 
w’sis appointed to execute that plan. 
Miriam, w'ho had been stationed near 
by to watch the course of events, came 
promptly forward at the opportune 
moment, and asked If a Hebrew woman 
should be brought as a nurse. The 
suggestion was wise. No Egyptian 
\vx»TTian would fill this office, neither 
could she win the confidence of the 
child nnd soothe It to slumber. But 
Miriam was wise enough to add that 
the rurse should be employed, so that 
the babe should belong to Pharaoh’s 
daughter. 

CHARGE—(Verse 9 .)—The suggestion 
was accepted, and In a short time Mir¬ 
iam appeared bringing her mother. 
Probably the home was not far distant. 
It la utterly vain to attempt any de¬ 
scription of the scene when the 
Princess met this Hebrew* woman, or 
to portray the feelings of the latter 
summoned to a mother’s service. Phar¬ 
aoh’s duughter gave plain Instructions, 
which w’ere promptly and gladly fol¬ 
lowed. The mother received her own 
child and carried It away home. She 
received It In trust, being ordered to 
nurse It for the Princess. Its life was, 
therefore, to be protected by royal pow¬ 
er. Moreover, all this was to be done 
for wages which were pledged. Three 
considerations united to enforce this 
charge and Injure fidelity—maternal af¬ 
fection. engaged service to one In the 
King’s family, and the reward that was 
promised. She who delivered and she 
w'ho received this charge became part¬ 
ner’s for a babe’s welfare. 

ADOPTION—(Verse 10.)—Among all 
people, ancient and modem, it has been 
generally believed that the first years 
of life should be passed In gTeat quiet¬ 
ness. Infancy and early childhood 
need only food and clothing, with suit¬ 
able nurture. It Is the period of 
growth and impression. The little boy 
from the Nile had all this with his 
mother. On reaching his fifth or sixth 
year he was brought to court nnd for¬ 
mally adopted as the son of Phar¬ 
aoh's daughter. Thereafter he would 
be regularly and thoroughly Instructed 
In the learning of Egypt (Acts vil., 22), 
that he might be qualified f«»r any ser¬ 
vice to which he might afterward be 
called. In entering this new relation n 
name was given. He may have re¬ 
ceived one previously from his father, 
ns the Jews declare he did, but If so 
It was then laid aside. Hla new mother 
called him Moses, drawn out of the 
wnter. In this she not only commem¬ 
orated the circumstances under which 
the child came to her. but she also ex¬ 
pressed her faith. Phe felt that the 
sacred r|\>-r. from which so much good 
whs derived, had given her a son whom 
she was obligated to care for.

| ery railroad system In the country, as 
well as reports from various railroad 
commissions, and he can tell how earn 
railroad Is taxed by the States ther 
traverse. In Kentucky the tax for State 
purposes varies fn*m $3.25 to $3.30 and 
In Massachusetts the tax Is alnust $i 2 . 
In other Eastern States the tax varies, 
hut In few where the population Is 
dense Is l»-« than $S, and It runs from 
that figure up to $9, $10 and $11.

WOULD NOT PAY HER BALANCE. 


Said She Stole Enough Graniteware 
To Make Up the Difference. 


JURY OUT HOUR AND A HALF. 


Miss Clara Moredock was yesterday 
given a verdict in the Common Pleas 
division for $ 2,000 In her suit against 
J. B. Kirby for alleged maliciously and 
falsely charging her, while In his em¬ 
ploy, with stealing. The case went to 
the Jury about 5:15 p. m., and the ver¬ 
dict was returned at 6:45 p. m. 

The Jury consisted of Phil Guetlg. 
Sam T. Cooper, H. A. Miller, C, L. 
Hardesty, Peter Knopf. Jr., Frank 
Simon, Emil Morel, E. E. McCulloch. 
Frank Weber, A. N. Struck, John H. 
Meyer and Thomas Malone. 

Miss Mulcahy was the first witness 
for the defendant. She was the ship¬ 
ping clerk and testified that Miss More¬ 
dock came to her and wished the thirty 
cents In question sent to the purchaser 
In the package of goods. This was con¬ 
trary to the rules of the firm. Miss 
Moredock should have reported the 
matter to the cashier. She claimed 
that she saw $4 10 written on the back 
of the sales slip. 

Miss Moredock was the first witness 
on her own side and first described the 
manner of making sales and reports of 
them, detailed the clrcumirtances at¬ 
tending the incident out of which the 
suit grew. 

8 he stated that Miss C. Goldback 
came Into the store about -8 o’clock on 
the morning of the eale and purchased 
a bill of goods. Miss Moredock said 
'that she wrote the Items down, with 
their cost, and that she and Miss Gold- 
back together added up the Items and 
made the total—$3.40. Miss Goldback 
paid the amount and directed that the 
goods be sent to her home. 

Miss Moredock said that she then 
transferred the Items to the regular 
sale slips and In footing them made 
the total $3.10. She claims to have then 
called Miss Johnson, a fellow employe, 
and that In footing up the items on the 
original paper the total was $3.40. She 
said That they then called up Mrs. 
Cable, another employe, and that she 
discovered that In writing "coffee can" 
the end of the letter "n" had run into 
the figure " 1 ." making It appear like a’ 
"4." 

Miss Moredock stated that she told 
her fellow employes she would have the 
surplus-thirty cents—t ©turned to Mias 
Goldback in her package, and that she 
Immediately took the money to Miss 
Mulcahy and directed that It be re¬ 
turned. 

Mr. Kirby. Mlsa Moredock said, called 
her to task after lunch, about 2 o’clock. 
He called her to his d*-ak, which she 
said had no curtain alnmt It. 

"I stood at the railing and he called 
upon me to explain. 1 had no explana¬ 
tion to make, and he said: 

" ‘There Is no use trying to conceal. 
Tour object was to take the money.’ " 
Miss Moredock sa’d that Mr. Kirby 
reiterated the charge, and finally took 
her Into the basement with Miss Mul¬ 
cahy. She claimed that he then re¬ 
peated the change and demanded that 
she confess. She refused. 

Miss Moredock stated that Mr. Kirby 
sold that he would compel her to con¬ 
fess, and that If she did not he would 
call in tin officer, and that he several 
times started a boy for an officer and 
called him back. 

"He took my book and handkerchief 
and wanted to search the pocket in tny 
dress.** 

Miss Moredock said that whenever 
she would attempt lo leave the cellar 
Mr. Kirby blocked her way. Subse¬ 
quently he called In an officer, but he 
said that she wos In no condition to 
he arrested and no arrest was made. 
MJsh Moredock said that she was kept 
In the cellar about four hours. 

She returned to the store the next 
morning wl«th her mother, and Kirby Is 
paid to have repeated the charge. Miss 
Morebock claims to have visited the 
store again In a few days with Mlsa 
Goldback The latter went to the base¬ 
ment to see the shipping clerk and get 
the change due her. 

"I followed and Mr. Kirby called me 
upstAlrs. He took me by the arm and 
said that I had caused enough trouble 
and that If I did not leave he would 
kick me out." 

Mr. Kirby had emphatically denied 
on the stand That he made any such 
threat. 

Miss Moredock further testified that 
on the lam visit when she usked Mr. 
Kirby for the salary due her. he told 
her that she had taken enough granite- 
ware to pay 1L This referred to a 
statement in Mr. Kirby’s testimony in 
which he stated that he had seen M!ss 
Moredock a few days previously wrap 
up five plates und send no money 40 the 
cashier for them. He did not speaJt to 
Miss Moredock about the matter. 

Miss Maggie Johnson and Mrs. Lena 
Cable strongly corroborated Miss More¬ 
dock as to the discovery of the thirty 
cent mistake and her subsequent course. 

Miss C. Goldback proved another 
strong witness for Miss Moredock. She 
saM that their adding made her bill 
$3.40. She also corroborated Miss More- 
dock’s testimony that Mr. Kirby had 
threatened to kick her out of the store 
If she dirt not leave. 

Miss Goldback was shown a sales 
book of Mr. Kirby’s firm containing a 
supposed note of the sale to her. The 
sale was in Miss Holdback's mother’s 
name and the amount was $3.80. The 
contention of the defense was that the 
original total was $4.10. Miss Gold- 
back mill insisted that the amount paid 
by her was $3.40. 

Policeman Iredale. who was the offi¬ 
cer called In by Mr. Kirby, testified . 
thnt on seeing Miss Moredock he had < 
itnbl Mr. Kirby thnt she wns In no con¬ 
dition to be arrested and that she 
should be sent home. 

This closed all the material evidence 
and court was adjourned for dinner, 
('in reassembling Judge Field Instructed 
-the Jury and Mr. Matt O'Doherty spoke 
for Miss Moredock and Mr. J. T. O’Neal 
for Mr. Kirby.

L. Karem, charged wrth conspiracy to 
prevent cx>lore<l men from ex^rcix ng the 
right of franchise at the Sixteenth pre¬ 
cinct of the Fifth ward. In the G 
Taylor election of 18W. was found guilty 
yesterday in the Federal Court. 

The trial of the case beg'an Wednes¬ 
day. K*trem had been Indicted with C. 
H. Watson, and the case* were conduct, 
ed jointly. At the conscluelon of the 
testimony the defense asked for peremp¬ 
tory Instructions In each ease, but th*' 
oourt only susta'ined Die motion In so 
far a* it applied to Watson. The ques¬ 
tion then left for th#* Jury was whether 
Karem was In a conspiracy wUh parties 
to the grund Jury unknown. 

Tli#* caze was given to th© Jury short¬ 
ly after It o’clock nnd at 5:30 o'clock. 
w r hen the Jurors w'ent to supper at th«*Ir 
hotel. It was believed that they w^re 
fidlv disagreed. At 8 o’clock they were 
brought back to the Jury room and at 
8:45 o’clock they brought In a verdict uf 
guilty.

A Sliding Scale. 

Judg* Evans d'<d not announce when 
he w^uJi! para sentence. The punish¬ 
ment is so graded that a fine of as low 
a* tl may be assessed or imprisonment 
for on<* year flxe<l. Tlie law reads that 
t<b*» penalty shaJl not be more than 
15.000 fine or ten years ’Imprisonment, or 
both, a.t the discretion of the oourt. 
Semenee also djsquaJlffe* one from 
evcT Imldir.g any Government office. 
Judge Evans did not state when he 
would pass sentence. In can # * 1 the pris¬ 
oner does not get a new trial he would 
serve any term given him In the Nash¬ 
ville penitentiary. 

When court convenes this morning 
counsel for defense. Me«*r* W. M 
Smith and Hwagar Sherler. will make 
a motion for a new trial on Che ground 
that they do not think the evidence and 
law Justified ill© conviction. They are 
very hopeful of the reouOL 

Karem is a man of family and proved 
an excellent chnra« ter.

The Day’s Proceedings. 

The morning was devoted to speeches 
made by DJirtrlct Attorney Hill and 
counsel for defense. 

During his argument :n behalf of th» 
defendant former District Attorney 
Smith had a controversy with Judg 
Evans It was stated by Mr. Smith 
that the statute under which the in¬ 
dictment was drawn grew out of the 
condition that arose in thr South by 
reason of the war; that the object of 
the statue was to prevent any man 
fr»*m Imposing on rh" negro by reason 
of his race, color and previous condi¬ 
tion of srrvttude In respect! to any right 
guaranteed to a citizen under th© lawn 
of the United States. He then referred 
to the social hatred that existed after 
the wax. the kuklirx. etc. 

Judge Evans Interrupted at this Junc¬ 
ture and exclaimed : “The law was 
passed fur n*o such purpose.” The jury 
was then told to disregard that porii*m 
of Mr. Smith's argument: that the law 
wa* passed to protect the negro Bi hi* 
right of suffrage. 

Thursday afternoon Judge Evan* 
overruled a motion made by Mr. Smith 
for peremptory Instructions In W’at- 
son> behaJf, but nitstalned a similar 
motion when made by counsel for de¬ 
fense yesterday m»>rnln« and the Jury 
signed a verdict acquitting Watson be¬ 
fore retiring from Ihe mom. 

* • • 

A Conspiiacy Defined. 

Th© court then charged th<* jury with 
reference to the case of Karem. The 
law laid down at the trial was reviewed, 
but the Jndg** refrained from comment¬ 
ing on the evidence, as heretofore. A 
conspiracy wa* defined a* a combina¬ 
tion between twu or more persons to do 
nil unlawful act. It was cited that th<* 
Federal Constitution guarantee* to all 
citizen* the right of suffrage, regard¬ 
less of “race, i-oloi or previous condi¬ 
tion of servitude.'* Attention was also 
called to the statute that makes it a 
penal ofTense to abridge such rights. 

Several of Karem’* friends were In the 
court room during th© day. The wife 
of the defendant sat besldo h m, nrd 
Mr. and Mra. N. A. Markozel. of Phila¬ 
delphia. friends of accused, occupied 
adjacent Hear*. Karem I* an Assyrian 
and 1 * well llk^d by the member* of his 
rue© In Louisville. 

This end* the election conspiracy 
ca*©* for th© present. Th© oo*© against 
Messrs. Hurry Weaver and Abraham 
Jacobson, charged with intimidating 
colored voters by mean* of bribery In 
the Kvane-Turner congressional ©lection 
In 1808. hu* been po*tf»<»ned until Judge 
Thompson, of Cincinnati, find* time to 
try the case.

No one wits more surprised at the out¬ 
come. that* Ji'ffrie* himself, who asserted 
that. wrh41e he had delivered ons telUng 
blow In the second round, he did not ex¬ 
pect to win the victory so easily. Rub- 
lln’a sol* explanation of the outcome of 
the fight ts that he received a chance 
blow which utterly disabled hltn. and that 
JeffrleB tiersisied In fighting him low 
While Ruhlin will make no absolute 
charge of Jeffries having committed a 
foul, ha Intimates that hs was mrfalrly 
handled and injured as s result Ruh- 
1 th received the support of his second* 
In till* stand, who say that hta wua a 
hopeless case after the second round 
When Been In Ids dresMitg-room aft*r 
the fight (’hampion Jeffries said 

1 was certainly surprised at my eas> 
victory *nd Ruhlin* amazing defeat. 
While It I* true that he did not punch m<- 
hurd enough during the five rounds to 
cause me any alarm. I believed him 
strong and cautious up to the moment of 
hi* collapse, ahrt was surprised when he 
quit. I certainly had no trouble In wrhlp- 
plng him, and hid the right, gone on the 
result must have been the same. Ruhlin 
w«b Inaccurate and In poor wind, and l 
cannot mty that he even had th* cour¬ 
age and force that 1 expected to encoun¬ 
ter in him. Ruhlin took a stiff punch In 
the stomach In the fourth round, which 
l presume gave him trouble; neverthe¬ 
less | expected him to lose harder than 
he did. Ruhlin can doubtlesn best ex¬ 
plain hla own position, and us for myself 
I am willing to meet Sharkey next month

duced Into the soclul world. The wife 
of the cousin. Mrs. Saunders. Is n world¬ 
ly woman, selfish and wicked under a 
conventional exterior. Jan* Is brought 
up In an extremely dependent and re¬ 
pressed manner. Contrary to the ex¬ 
pectation of acquaintances she develops 
Into a beautiful, charming >oung wom¬ 
an. Two lovers arrive, one unscrupu¬ 
lous, bold and a master at Intrigue. To 
win Jane he pretends to admire Mrs 
Saunders and this leads to disastrous 
results. Jane later repudates her 
cousin’s schemes and plans for her a? d 
declares her native Independence by 
going away to earn her living. The 
story follows Jane from childhood 
through her great trials, her lonely 
struggles and final achievement and 
leads her to the inevitable haven of an 
honest love. It Is no commonplace tale 
and is one remarkably well told from 
start to finish.

W HEN the craze of the cape- 
nnd-sword novel was at Its 
height a few years ago a 
book came from the pen of a 
young English writer which won the 
hearty praise of every critic who gave 
it more than n passing glance. 'Ttl- 
c#oft of Wit hens" was one of the very 
best of all the swashbuckling school of 
fiction. It whs written with action, wit. 
a fine sense of the dramatic, knowledge 
of constru* tlon and In almost every 
literary detail It was meritorious. It 
recalled "Lorna Doone" at times ana 
w»* in all ways worthy of a place on 
a shelf only a little below Blackmore’s 
masterwork. Yet the men who prated 
It saw the book pass almost unnoticed 
by the publl«. Whether from lack of 
the superlative advertising mat nowa¬ 
days seems necessary to force a new 
author's work upon public attention or 
from some other reason of failure to 
answer to the qu#»er conundrum of 
puhlic taste. Mr. Sutcliffe's excellent 
novel failed to attain wide su?ocr*. 

But one purpose It did scrv**. it m.^de 
the men who read it await his later 
work with confident expectancy. And 
In hi* new novel. "Mistress Barbara." 
he has surprised, hut he has not disap¬ 
pointed them. The surprise Is due to 
the fact that Mr. Sutcllff#' has become 
almost Hardyesqtie. He does not copy. 
That Is not the meaning of the com¬ 
ment. But he does discard the map¬ 
pings of romance, and with the essence 
of romance preserved, presents a tran¬ 
script of life as It was in England of 
1830. 

The scene Is laid In Yorkshlr#*. amid 
the woolen mMK The wooleombers 
are Ill-treated and und#rpa!d until they 
retaliate by striking. Only one mill- 
owner holds out against the disturb 
ance— the hero of the story. He Is the 
son of a bankrupt squire, who. though 
reared to abhor work with his hands, 
Is not afraid to take charge of a mill 
and w'ork his way upward through h’s 
persona! efforts HL gentle breeding 
had taught him consideration for oth¬ 
ers. and by putting this principle In 
practice In his mill he preserves the 
good will of his employes and does not 
suffer fn»ni the strike, which iu.n. j 
more than one of his competitors. 

But the book doe* not deal solely 
w’lth the wooleombers. Mistress Bar¬ 
bara herself comes In for a good deal 
of attention. She also is the descend¬ 
ant of a proud, old house. Her father 
Is still living—having lasted longer than 
the remnants of his own fortune. The 
pitiful manner In which he seeks to 
keep up appearances, and the final tri¬ 
umph of the young mlllowner are re¬ 
vealed In closing chapters, full of 
pathos and human Interest. But withal 
the book In sunny and at times humor¬ 
ous The droll Tim of Tabs, whether 
going courting or baiting the vain¬ 
glorious constable, I* worthy qt ac¬ 
quaintance and all the character^ are 
alive. The scene is Yorkshire instead 
of Wessex. And there Is no confusion 
of realism with the sordid and the sex¬ 
ual Else the reminiscences of Hardy 
w’ould be stronger. But In scene-pic¬ 
tures and character detail It does recall 
Hardy at hi* best. And praise for Mr. 
Sutcliffe cannot w’ell go higher.

From Boston comes "The Marrow of 
Tradition," a novel written by Charles 
W. Chestnutt. The novel. In Itself, 
Is not worth a review. It bears 
the hallmark of a "wrltten-to- 
order." sensational effort and the 
onl£ inducement which it could have 
held out to any reputable publisher Is 
the one that It would sell to that class 
of readers who always attend the per¬ 
formances of "Uncle Tom’s Cabin" w ith 
unlimited numbers of Uncle Toms. Top- 
slcfi, hounds and Legrees The lltej-ary 
taste of those people Is always satisfied 
by the presentation of Southern life 
and sentiment as against the negro and 
any ofTort he may makn to rise. Mr. 
Chestnutt has written other books. Hls 
"House Behind the Cedars" was. to 
speak calm truth, up to the average 
fiction of the day. Advertising and the 
book notices have led to an enlarge¬ 
ment of hls bump of conceit and he 
now deems himself fully able to cope 
with the "racial problem," what he 
calls Tradition, the politics of the 
South and present phases of Southern 
life. 

The author caters to the erroneous 
Northern sentiment regarding the 
South and Its attitude toward the ne¬ 
gro. Ludicrous Indeed are the efforts 
of those delineators of Southern gentle¬ 
men and ladies, the finest types In the 
world, who get their impressions from 
the windows of palace cars or by a 
week’s stay at a tourist’s hotel. From 
this vantage ground he creates South¬ 
ern men and women no more like the 
actual descendants of their Huguenot 
or English cavalier forebears than are 
waxen dummies of the show windows 
like the real human beings they Imi¬ 
tate. These puppets lynch negroes, 
disfranchise negroes, abuse power 
and have an utter disregard of that en¬ 
ticing occupation of the Northern 
brother, "the discovery of the gentle¬ 
man under the block skin." 

Mr. Chestnirtt presents a wrong 
view. Throughout the length and 
breadth of the South, not from the Ohio 


river to the Gulf of Mexico or from 
the Atlantic Ocean to the limits of 
Western Texas, could be found the 
X'haracters or the situations depicted In 
"The Marrow of Tradition." It seems a 
folly on the part «»f Northern publish¬ 
er* to put out a hook such as "The 
I Marrow of Tradition.*’ when the South- 
j ern people can deride It as a fllmey fab¬ 
ric that the wind of God’s tiuth ran 
tear to atoms. 

I If tha South were able, like some 
! genii of old. to rub the Aladdin lamp 
and have happen that which was best 
i for her. she would wish that Boston 
and other cities where the "gentleman 
under the black skin" Idea is most 
virulent, should be transferred for 
twelve short months to the Middle 
South. Turn lo»se in <thO*e clean and 
well-ordered stievts the proportion of 
negro population that is in the South¬ 
ern cities.

rooms and police courts with negro of¬ 
fenders against the common laws of de¬ 
cency. See the thousands of negro chil¬ 
dren w'ho. In defiance of truancy laws, 
run through the alleyways, refusing to 
attend the good schools provided for 
them by Southern taxpayers and filch¬ 
ing and pilfering everywhere. Should 
these conditions exist in Boston or any 
other Northern city for one year there 
would be no more publication of such 
books as "The Marrow of Tradition." 
The atmosphere about the words, 
"racial conditions," would clear itself 
and Justice he done. 

The story itself, save to the Northern 
reader. Is not probable In any one of its 
chief Incidents.

O N^j of ths most notable features 
of the bibliography of the cur¬ 
rent year baa been the num¬ 
ber of books bearing upon the 
Civil War. Of these the “Civil History 
of the Confederate States/’ by J. L. M. 
Curry, from the press of the B. F. 
Johnson Publishing Company, of Rlch- 
inon'l. Is the only one which has a 
reminiscent feature. Incidental, how* 
o\ f er. to Its historical character. The 
author, who was a member of Con¬ 
gress from Alabama before the war, 
■was also In the Confederate Congress, 
becoming a Baptist minister after the 
war an 3 devoling himself to the cause 
of education In the South as the agent 
of the Peabody and Slater funds. The 
work has a fine judicial poise, free from 
any spirit inconsistent with the most 
Intellectual inquiry* and clearly ex¬ 
plains the fundamental principles upon 
which the South based Its action In 
setting up a separate government. 

*’A Financial and Industrial History 
of the Civil War.*' by John Christopher 
Schwab, profess**r of political economy 
In Tale University, from the press of 
the Scribners. Is another valuable con¬ 
tribution. the result, wholly, of re¬ 
search In the public records It treats 
of the financial and industrial prob¬ 
lems of the South during the war and 
presents a large array of new* and val¬ 
uable matter gleaned from a field In 
which the author may be said to be a 
pioneer. Au Interesting feature of the 
work Is * comparison of the financial 
schemes adopted during the Revolu¬ 
tionary War and In some foreign coun¬ 
tries. It is the first of the Yale bi¬ 
centennial publications. 

•’The Diplomatic History' of the 
Pout hem Confederacy,’’ by Prof. James 
Morton Callahan, of Johns Hopkins 
1’nlverslty. Is another work winning 
the Interest taken by Intellectual men 
In the records of the Civil War. and the 
collation of the material which will In 
time be crystallized Into a full his¬ 
tory of that epoch. The details of the 
diplomatic rela-trtons of Great Britain 
to the two belligerents Indicate that 
diplomacy,was an important adjunct to 
the success of the Federal arms. 

Still another branch of university in¬ 
vestigation is presented In "R^construc- 
tk>n In Mississippi.” by Jarne* Wilford 
Garner, of Columbia University. Issued 
by the Macmillan Company. It recounts 
the trials of the people of that State 
from the Inception of the war to the re¬ 
habilitation of the State In 1876. No 
State suffered more hordshlpe during 
this pcsiod than Mississippi, and the de¬ 
tails of the trials through which the 
people went, especially In the ten years 
succeeding the war, under "carpet-bag” 
rule, make a woeful picture. These 
publications cited are but a few In a 
long list of similar treatises during the 
year upon collateral subjects of war 
history, generally the product of vigor, 
ous and Inquiring minds of writers born 
since the war, or too young to have had 
any personal connection with It. Their 
facts are not always full and their de¬ 
ductions not always accurate, as must 
be the case where the subject rests upon 
original research. Birt It Is a necessary 
work and these Industrious Investigat¬ 
ors are the miners who are digging out 
the material from which In time the 
future Gibbon or Macaulay will write 
for posterity the true history of our 
Civil War. 

Of a broader character is the ’’Consti¬ 
tutional History of the United States/* 
by FYends Newton Thorpe, In three 
volumes, recently Issued from the press 
of Callaghan St Co.. Chicago. It em¬ 
braces the whole period from the pas¬ 
sage of the Stamp act by Great Britain, 
in 1763, to the year 1895. giving an elab¬ 
orate account of the most Important 
acta of the colonies* which culminated 
in the appeal to arms, the meeting of 
the Continental Congress and the Dec¬ 
laration of Independence. As a contin¬ 
ued narrative of the causes which led 
to the Independence of the colonies, 
the formation of th$ Constitution and 
Its operation through the period named, 
with Its amendments and the construc¬ 
tion by the Supreme Court. It will bold 
a high place as a work of standard au¬ 
thority. 

•’President Harrison’s Views on Po¬ 
litical Subjects/* though a posthumous 
work, is unique aa being one of the few 
books from the pen of a President. It 
was prepared for the press by Mrs. 
Harrison and issued several months 


after the death of the ex-PresIdont 
from the press of Bow en-Merrill Co., 
Indianapolis. It contains the text of 
his lectures on the Constitution be¬ 
fore the students of the Stanford Uni¬ 
versity, California, together with va¬ 
rious magazine articles, addresses and 
legal arguments. 

In the same class with the foregoing 
may be included a very creditable work 
entitled "American Diplomatic Ques¬ 
tions." by John B. Henderson, Jr., from 
the Macmillan press. Near the close of 
the year 1900 ex-Kcrretnry of State John 
W. Foster produced an interesting vol¬ 
ume on American diplomacy which em¬ 
braced a history of the subject from Its 
Inclplencjr. which took a discursive re¬ 
view of the diplomatic questions great 
and small which engaged the successive 
administrations Mr Henderson's work 
differs from that In bending lls scope 
to the consideration of the lending dip¬ 
lomatic questions of i»ur history, and 
elaborating them to the thorough un¬ 
derstanding of his readers The prin¬ 
cipal of these are the Alaska Purchase, 
the Nicaragua canal, the Monroe Doc¬ 
trine and the Flsherle® question The 
two books form a valuable adjunct to 
the library of a political student, each 


uhlch has excited a deal of controversy 
by its frank criticism of many people. 
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“Jarvis of Harvard.” 

Of late years the college atmosphere 
has mingled with that of American fic¬ 
tion. It was eminently natural that 
this should be the case. Each of the

Equally fine are the 
types of laboring men and the life In 
the factory town. Each character 
sketch, however short. Is rounded from 
the one of Sophia Goldstein, the an- 
archlst of the Emma Goldman type, 
to that of the Governor, the Sheriff and 
the captain of the fnllitla which ha® to 
fire upon the sirmers. Mr. Friedman 
hss fine powers, which wdll In time 
surely lead him to notable successes.

John Fox. Jr., has published, through 
the house of Charles Scribner's Sana, 
a series of essays on Kentucky mount, 
aln folk to which he has given the title 
of "Blue Grass and Rhododendron." 
To students of the complex phase® of 
American life, to the reader Interested 
In humanity as well as to the people of 
the State he represents In these essays. 
Mr. Fox's book should be of the keenest 
Interest. The Southern mountaineer Is 
an actual bridge back through the post 
to even the time of Chaucer. 

It wrlll amaze many people to learn 
that the appellation. "Southern moun¬ 
taineer." means three million people In 
eight States and that they occupy an 
area os large a* that of the German 
Empire. Also that It Is -the richest re¬ 
gion on the globe In timber ajid min¬ 
erals. 

Mr. Fox. unfortunately, has tainted 
hi* book with politic* and thus reduced 
the value of It to the intelligent people 
of the South. He discredit* the people 
of Kentucky by his statements concern¬ 
ing the recent political troubles. No 
gloss of fiction could make a hero of 
the paid assassin of Gov. Goebel or give 
any glamour to that army of moun¬ 
taineer® marching to the State capital 
and Including In their numbers a long 
list of feud-fighters, most of whom had 
killed their man. and several of whom 
had killed more than one. John FV>x, 
Jr., never shows the strongest side of 
the long, lean mountaineer, but he 
knows It. The everyday patriotic and 
political side of him Is the one that Is 
most Impressed upon the people of hls 
State. 

The book 1* much more carelessly 
written than w'ere Mr. Fox*® first 
novel® —and In parts It Is a nitre repeti¬ 
tion of former scenes and descriptions.
